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Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 22-25 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in the reply filed on Nov. 6, 2003. Applicant elected species A which 
is control of plastic injection molding machine speed and pressure, paragraph 
[0006]. 

2. Applicant argues that claims 22-25 are dependent from claim 1 and further 
limit claim 1 , and are not directed to a different species but more specifically 
define what specific element in a production machine are driven by the drive and 
more over which kind of variables are used. The examiner disagrees. Claim 1 is 
generic. Dependent claims 22-25 are directed to Species B and C which are 
nonelected. See the restriction mailed September 16, 2003. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Claim 1, "first and second set point" being received by the correctional set 
point determinatio unit and this unit selecting rather than generating a first or 
second setpoint are a new issue. Additionally, the amendment to claim 1 , line 7 
"a correctional setpoint determination unit receiving .... a first and second 
setpoint" raises the issue of new matter since FB2 passes a profile to FB4, see 
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specification page 13, paragraph 42. Claim 3, generating a speed variable and 
a first and second pressure variable and a correction variable, the "control 
means" and "a correctiona variable generated from the first or second pressure 
variable are new issues. Additionally, claim 3, lines 6 and 7 raise the issue of 
new matter since "a first and second pressure variable for a pressure profile" 
does not have support in the original specification, i.e. only one signal is 
generated form each of FB2 or FB3. 

4. Applicant states that Onishi only operates the position set loop for 
returning the screw. However, Onishi uses the position loop for velocity control 
during injection up to the V-P conversion point, see Fig. 4, col. 3, lines 45-50 and 
col. 4, lines 1-21. 

5. Applicant's arguments to Stroud are directed to the new issues.
